1* Tureeant to your request, nods during the Dirac tor*# meet- 
ing vlth the AD* yesterday, I so attempting In this masmrandua to 
set down on paper the gist of certain obsermtiona which I have wada 
to the top staff of the ED/P area concern!^ the Clark Ccamittee 
Report. Although this has all been kept an as oral basis, I briefed 
the staff and requested then to brief others downward in tits chain 
of cowhand, for the express purpose of petting to rest a©.** exaggerated 
and rather alarmist actions and remora which were gaining aurreney a a 
the result of the press handling of the Clark Cor wit tee Report. 

2. The Clark Coenlttee findings, coaelusioe* and rscumandaticos, 
taken collectively and in the whole, are by eo wsaus as adverse and 
derogatory as erne newspaper reporters and colaotaiata would lead one 
to believe. Heat, if not all, rf the adversely critical material in 
the secret reports wars Inaledad In the published reports but muefe of 
the favorable and laud a tor y material la the secret reports was omitted 
fren the published report. Serna writers she are apparently unfrleodly 
to the Agency have salted upon parties* af the published material and 
have enlarged upon it, quoted passages ant of aentaat, and ctbeniiao 
nsoagad to crest* the lapswaalca that the Agency w» found agregiously 
easting and taken heavily to task by the Clark Cowmitte*. On the basis 
of the eery thereof analysia vhlab has beau made of the port lem of 
the report dealing vlth the Clandestine S er v ice s, their personnel end 
operations, I would say Afeat there are mo dritidaa* of eucb aa aceg- 
frerated or apparently hostile eherecier that wa cannot live with then, 
end that there are in feet so** very favorable findings and conclusion* 
which tend to give the report a considerable degree of balance. Two or 
three of the recannendatiema having to do with organisation vi' 1 pro- 
susoahly not be found feasible or ertherwi ae acceptable, ©specially, those 
which are regarded as calling for retrograde atop*,, (V* know from 
actual experience that a complete separation of ©©caret intelligence 
activities from operation* In the political action field does sot pro- 
duce *ny panacea — whan wa had it that way we ware still critically 
cbort of intelligence concerning Soviet eapabllltle© and iixtentlms. 
This is the Inadequacy »o*t pointedly criticised in the report, and 
the Agency, of course, aafcoa- no claijii that we lava achieved s satis— 
factory degree of ruooaea it this re&ard.)

icvosti rating coad ttec In the HmtiM of firing the Agency a «Um 
blU of health* la alnost equally lepvttnt finding of a favorable 
character 1« that which certifies to ear apparent regularity as regards 
the expenditure of uarrowchsrmt funds. In fact,, if the report emx telned 
ms ethor favorable elements than those relating to these two extremely 
critical points, we would haw each fc© be thankful for, docs it Is in 
precisely these areas that the nost serieos chargee have been bwrlud 
against the Agency and any appreciable naaettre of culpability would be 
most devastating • la order to appreciate fully the significance of 
these findings, the following points should be borne in mindt 

a. Twice within e very short space of tia© the Clan- 
destine fervloea here been thoroughly investigated and in 
each ease — although the approach end motivation were dif- 
ferent — we have enx* off clean sad whole} 

b. Although the Doolittle Conalii©© was suspected by
